A HOSPMAL WITHOUT LIGHTS ! |! ! 


Just last week we printed the impressions of one 
person who had visited the Didsbury Municipal Hos- 
pital on Monday, May 12, a day set aside for special 
thought for hospitals throughout Canada. It was an 
unbiased report on conditions, accommodation 
and equipment at the local hospital and gave those 
who are unfamiliar with the institution an insight on 
what could or perhaps should be done to improve 
what is already a fine hospital. 


However, the flash storm on Wednesday night 
brought forward a glaring inadequacy in our hos- 
pital equipment, which overshadows in our opinion, 
anything which has been previously mentioned. 

At approximately 8:30 p.m. Wednesday lightning 
struck a Calgary Power sub-station in town and elec- 
trical power was off for more than an hour. At the 
time an operation was taking place at the hospital. 
Emergency equipment available consisted of one six- 
volt battery system which apparently was not even in 
good working order. At its best it certainly doesn't 
sound like proper auxiliary equipment for an institu- 
tion where the difference between life and death could 
rest largely on a dependable source of electrical 
power. 


On very short notice Wednesday night an auxili- | 
ary lighting plant was rushed to the hospital and a! 
power line was laid into the operating room, permit: | 
ing the operation to be successfully completed. 

We didn’t ask if it was an emergency operation; 
we didn’t ask if it was a serious operation. The im- 
pression we have is that any operation is a serious | 
one, any operation is an emergency — if it has to be 
done with inadequate light or power. 

Not knowing just why this particular piece of 
equipment is not a standard (or compulsory) part of | 
every hospital (possibly even now action is being | 
taken to alleviate the local situation) there is no intent | 
to lay this neglect on the shoulders of any one person | 
or group. 

Our wish is only to see the situation remedied, but | 
soon, and if monies are not available from the tsual | 
source from which the hospital draws its funds it 
should be solicited for in some manner. 

Think it over! Would you care to have one of 
your family on an operating table, with the power off? 
You may have the best doctor in the world, but can he 
see in the dark?

PROFESSIONAL AND BUSINESS DIRECTORY ‘Byrne School Survey |Idle Workers And 


Reported In in Brief 


The following is ac is a condensed ver- 
sion of the survey report made by 
high school inspector T. C. Byrne 
for the Olds School Division. We 
will reprint portions of the report 
for the next few weeks to familiar- 
ize people with the proposed 
centralization plan. 

The report is intended to serve 
as a guide to the Divisional Board 
in the establishment and further 
development of school centres 
through transportation. The ulti- 
mate achievement of these or simi- 
lar plans for reorganization will of 
necessity take several years, 

The major purposes for rural 
school reorganization, which is pri- 
marily for junior and senior high 
school grades, are: 

(1) To effect economies by clos- 
ing out small schools. Any enrol- 
ment below 10 pupils may be con- 
sidered uneconomical, 

(2) To improve elementary edu- 
cation by establishing graded 
centres with adequate but not 
heavy enrolments. 

The first two points need no 
special comment other than that 
they are frequently very closely re- 
lated; small schools tend to be both 
uneconomical and inefficient. 

High school services are extended 
in Alberta by two methods: (a) 
dormitories and/or (b) transporta- 
tion. Provided reasonably sized 
centres may be developed without 
excessive van mileages the writer 
favors the local or regional high 
school. Such schools are likely to 
encourage high school attendance 
to a greater degree than boarding 
arrangements. Moreover, adminis- 
trators may be traveling teachers 
offset to some extent at least, the 
limitations of the small high school 
program. 

Methods of school reorganization: 

(1) Complete centralization in- 
volves the transportation of all stu- 
dents to the central point, occurr- 
ing usually in areas with small en- 
rolments. There will be no dormi- 
tories. 

(2) A second procedure is to con- 
vey students from Grades VII to 
XII leaving the elementary school 
| operating in the district, a reason- 
lable solution in thickly populated 
|areas, The junior and senior high 
school students enjoy the facilities 
and special services of the central 
| school as shop, home economics, 
typing, gymnasium, etc., at a time 
|} when they are most apt to profit 
from them. When the population of 
ithe elementary grades drop below 
15 the pupils of these grades may 
be conveyed as well. 

(3) A combination of the two 
would result in the conveyance of 
senior pupils from the outlying dis- 
tricts and all pupils from the dis- 
tricts closer to the centre. 

The reorganization of schools 
along the lines suggested would 
bring nearly all the districts of 
the division within a conveyance 
system to good high school centres, 
Certain districts, lying at the ex- 
treme edge of van routes such as 
Eagle Valley, Eagle Hill, Har- 
mattan, Westcott, Jackson, West 
Hope, Banner, Reed Ranch, Poplar 
| Creek and Bancroft might eventu- 
ally secure assistance by route ex- 
tensions or feeder vans. Other dis- 
tricts such as Green Acres, Rodney, 
Davis and Scotia and Eidswold, 
Bergen and Inverness, will no 
doubt make _ feasible two-room 
centres, 

The districts on the western edge 
of the division such as Water Val- 
ley, Bituma, Graham, Fallen Tim- 
ger and Bearberry will always pro- 
vide difficulty in centralization. 


| districts should lie outside the orbit 
of a good high school centre, 

In all probability the numbers of | 
high school students in these dis- 
tricts will be so small that any 
duplication of the service now 
exisiting at Red Deer would be ex. 
pensive and unnecessary.

Vacant Jobs 


A friend inquires why able-bodied 
men should be drawing unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits in the 
cities while farmers are unable to 
hire the help necessary to cultivate 
their fields. 

The answer is that few city 
dwellers have any inclination to do 
farm work. 

There are many reasons for this 
attitude, some as old as history, 
some as modern as unemployment 
insurance and the welfare state. 

City dwellers have never looked 
favorably on farm work because 
such work doesn’t offer them the 
things they want. 

It doesn’t offer the glittering 
prizes in salaries in five figures 
with which urban industry dazzles 
the eyes of youth. 

It doesn’t offer the short hours, 
the five-day week the holidays with 
pay, the wages based on the work- 
er’s need regardless of the value of 
his work, or the variety of com- 
panionship and entertainment, or 
the unemployment insurance or re- 


tirement pensions that the city | 


offers. 

The farmer can't provide all 
these things for his hired help. He 
has to get his living out of the 
land; and the land doesn't reward 
him according to his need, but only 
according to his work. He can't 
call on a government official to 
order the land to increase his re. 
ward simply because he needs 
more. He is dealing with nature 
and has to be realistic. He has to 
cut his coat to suit his cloth. 

There was a time when unem- 
ployment in the cities would drive 
workers to the farms in search of 
employment but unemployment in- 


surance has put an end to that. | 


Why should a man work on a 
farm when he can get $21 a week 
unemployment insurance for doing 
nothing. 

In our economy the cards seem 
to be stacked against the farm 
worker. But after 20 years of it, 
such a worker will probably have 
a farm of his own and be depend- 
ent on no man for his job, while his 
counterpart in the city will still be 
working under a boss wondering 
how long he will be able to hold 
his job, and wishing he had been 
more careful of his earnings.
